If it acquire territory in any of these 
ways, it follows as a necessaTy conse- 
quence that it lias a right to govern sucr 
territory and the inhabitants thereof; anc 
it also follows that the government go +» 
be established by it must be such as meets 
the requirements of the case. 

“Tf the territory should be inhabited 
by a people of wholly different character, 
illiterate and unacquainted with our in- 
etitutions, and capable of exercising the 
constitution to.the states of the union, it 
would be competent for congress to with- 
hold from such people the operation of 
the constitution and the laws of the 
United States and continuing to hold the 
territory as a mere possession of the 
United States to govern the people thereof 
as their situation and necessities of their 
case may seem to require.” 

With respect to citizenship the report 
etates: 

“It is within our discretion to make 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico cHizens of 
the United States or not, so it is within 
the power and discretion of congress to 
make the inhabitants of the Philippines 
and other islands we may acquire citizens 
or withhold that quality from them. It 
is also within the power of congress to 
regulate and restrict and prohibit, if 
thought advisable, the passing of the in- 
habitants of the Philippines or other is- 
lands from their country into ours, or to:

SHOW BIG INCREASE 


City Banks Are Handling Large Amounts 
of Money. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS GOOD 


Entire Clearings for Week Ending 
Yesterday Were $2,204,348. 16. 


COMPAREB INCREASE WAS 25 PER CENT 


Manager Jones Says the Past Week 
Has Been an Exceptionally Fine 
One in Finances. 


The clearings of the Atlanta banks for 
the week ending yesterday were $561,- 
943.38 in excess of the jamount of the 
clearings for the same week last year. 
The clearings for last week 
amounted $2, 204,348.16. 

The increase for the week was more

same time last year, and shows an un- 


usually active and prosperous condition 


of business In Atlanta. The deposits for | 


the week were about half a mfllion dol- 
lars greater than last year at the close 
of the week ending Jamuary 2th. 

The amount of loans and discounts 
were $1,600,000 greater than for the corre- 
sponding week of 1899. 

The clearings for the fast month were 
considerably greater than those of Jan- 
vary of last year. The increase was 
nearly one million dollars, the exact fig- 
ures of the increase being $902,952.83. The 
elearings for the entire menth of Jan- 
vary this year amounted to $8,995,993.60. 
There have been only two weeks this 
January which showed the clearings to 
be less than the same weeks in January, 
109, This is explained by the fact that 
during those weeks in January of last 
year there were changes in city treasu- 
rers, and the transfer of funds which 
caused a fluctuation in the clearings. 

During one of these weeks there were 
several large railroad deals which were 
instrumental in running the amount of 
the clearings up to remarkable figures. 
Despite these unusual causes, however, 
the clearings for this January are far in 
excess of the clearings for the same 
month last year. 

Business men in the city feel very 
much enceuraged at the figures of the 
clearing house and assert that Atlanta 
is just now experiencing prosperity of a 
very substantial character. 

Manager Darwin Jones Talks. 

Darwin G. Jones, manager of the At- 
lanta Clearing. House Association, in 
speaking of the immense volume of bus!i- 
ness which passed through the clearing 
house, said yesterday it indicated that 
the Atlanta merchants were doing excel- 
lent business. 

“Of course,” said he, ‘‘the’ crearing 
house figures do not represent the entire 
business of the city. but if the business 
which passes through the clearing house 
is a safe index to what is being done here, 
then the Atlanta business men have every 
reason to congratulate themselves upon 
the present favorable conditions. - 

“While the past week has been an ex- 
ceptionally fine one from a financial 
standpoint, the increase in the amount 
of the clearings is right in line with 
the increase of other weeks. Each week's 
figures are larger than those of the pre- 
ceding week and the increase appears 
to ‘be steady and healthy. 

“It is reasonable to suppose that if 
the merchants and business men deposit 
large sums each week, business generally 
must be good. There seems to be plenty 
of money in circulation and the clearing 
house shows that there is an immense 
amount of business now being done in 
Atlanta.”’

FELL FROM TRAIN 
AND WAS KILLED 


frank Potts Died at Biloxi Yes- 
lerday Afternoon, 


WAS INJURED FRIDAY NIGHT 


Train Was Moving at High Rate of 


Speed When He Fell, 


IS BELIEVED POTTS WAS ASLEEP 


The Accident Occurred in a Most 
Peculiar Manner While the 
Young Man Was Making 
Preparations To Retire 
for the Night. 


Frank Potts, of Gabbettville, son o# 
Frank M. Potts, of this city, fell from a 
moving train near Biloxi last Friday 
night and sustained injuries which re- 
suited in his death at Biloxi yesterday 
afternoon shortly after 4 o'clock. His 
body will be taken to his home at Gab- 
bettville, arriving there this morning, 
and the funeral services will be he.d 
either this afternoon or tomorrow morn- 
ing, definate arrangements having not 
been made. 

Mr. Potts was well known in this city 
and had a large number of warm friends 
here. His death will be the cause of sin- 
cere sorrow, ag he had many splendid 
traits of character that endeared him to 
all with whom he came in contact. 

The accident which resulted In his 
death yesterday afternoon occurred in a 
most peculiar manner. He had been with 
his brotlgr, Fannin Potts, to New Or- 
Jeans on business and the two were re- 
turning home. Fannin Potts had a.ready 


reitred and until about 10 o’clock Friday |

The porter made down the berth of 
Frank Potts last and when he entered 
the smoKing apartment to tell him the 
berth was ready he found Mr, Potts 
asleep. The pérter aroused Mr. Potts, 
who at once arose from his seat and took 
his satchel in his hand. He left the 
smoking apartment ahead of the porter, 
who saw him go upon the platform, in- 
stead of turning to the right, as he 
should have done. 

The porter attempted to stop Mr. Potts, 
but readily saw that the young man was 
apparently sti.l asleep. The porter en- 
deavored to overtake him, but arrived at 
the door just in time to see Mr, Potts 
Step from the platform. He fe?l from the 
car and the porter pulled the bell cord. 

The train came to a standstill, but as a 
freight train was in the rear, it was im- 
possible to go back for the young man 
without imminent danger of accident. 
The train therefore ran on to Biloxi, a 
istance of about ten miles, where a 
Special car was fitted up and the small 
party, composed of Fannin Potts, sev- 
eral officials of the road and surgeons, 
went back for Mr. Potts. : 
‘As the train was running at a hich 
rate of speed—about sixty miles an hour 
—whén Mr. Potts stepped from the train, 
it was believed that he had been killed 
instantly by his fal]. He was alive, how- 
ever, when found alongside of the rail- 
road track, but was uneonscious. He 
never regained consciousness and Gied 
yesterday afternoon at 4:10 o’clock. His 
father, Frank M. Potts, of this city, was 
notified yesterday morning about 4 
o’c.ock of the accident and was told that 
there was no hope. 

Yesterday afternoon a second telegram 
Was received announcing the death, It 
is believed that Mr, Potts was asleep at 
the time of the accident. The porter 
aroused him suddenly and let him walk 
alone, thinking he was awake, but it is 
hardly probable that he would have made 
his fatal mistake had he been thoroughly 
awake, 

He had reached the age of thirty-four 
years and in addition to this relatives in 
this city is survived by his wife, who 
Wis formerly Miss Mamie Cook, the 
daughter of Nathan Cook, of Gabbett- 
vitie. 

This is the second accidental death that 
has occurred in the family within the 
year. About ten months ago Dudley 
Potts, who was also well known in this 
city, was drowned in the Chattahoochee 
river, near Gabbettville, while fishing.

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GEORCIA'S RELIGIOUS DENOMINATIONS 


Sketch of the Church of Christ from the Time 
of Its Earliest Establishment in This 


State Down 


to Present. 


By Rev. A. G. Thomas, A. M., M. D., LD. 


In the first quarter of the century 
which is now verging on to its close a 
great unrest as to the union of all Chris- 
tians and the true basis upon which such 
union could and should be effected stirred 
the heurts of Many devout persons in 
various portions of America. The or- 
ganizations Which resulted from the in- 
vestigations of the Scriptures on this 
great theme were variously named, as 
one or another theory seemed to impress 
individua: minds more deeply, while they 
ali tended to the same great conclusion. 
Bibie Christians, Christian Baptists, 
Chistians, ete., were among the most 
prominent names for these different 
movements for the unity of Christians. 
Among the ablest advocates of the union 
of Christians on Christian principles, 
taking the word of God, without note or 
comment for the Christian’s ook of 
faith and discipline, were Thomas Camp- 
bell, hs son, Alexander Campbell, of 
Virginia, now West Virginia; Walter 
Seott, of Pennsylvania, and Barton Ws 
Stone, of Kentucky.. The efforts of these 
great men were especially directed to- 
ward the restoration of the church of 
Christ to its .primitive simplicity and 
beauty. AS a necessary consequence of 
the adoption of sueh prindples and loy- 
alty to the word of God the old names, 
ehurch of Christ and Christians or dis- 
ciples, were restored and offered to the 
Christian world anew.

Olics after the bloody horror of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s day, Alexander Campbell was 
the acknowledged leader of this mighty 
effort. He was born near Shane eastie, 
in the County Antrim, northern Ireland, 
Parish of Broughshans, in June, 1786. His 
home was in ‘Bethany, Brooke county, 
West Virginia, where he founded Beth- 
any college, and where, after his priiliant 
Career in the full triumph of Christian 
faith, he calmly met his death on the 
4th of March, 1866, the grandest cnar- 
acter of the nineteenth century. His 
Primary training was under the personal 
Supervision of his father, who was him- 
Self a } ‘ man, and was pecu- 
liarly didact‘c, biblicai and strict. He 
completed iis university education at 
Glasgow, Scotland, in 1808, and came to 
America in 1809, His education was thor- 
Ough and vast. He was familiar with 
Many languages, ancient and modern, 
and his knowledge from personal research 
Wus most remarkable, He was @oubtiess 
the most powerful religious disputant 
Who ever lived. A leader of men was 
he, and master of assemblies. The rapid 
Erowth of this great religious upheaval 
Was and continues to be absolutely phe- 
nomenal, Alexander Campbell lived to

by preachers who were known as “Bible 
Christians.’’ 

About the year 1827 or 182 Elders Ar- 
thur Dupree, C. T. Ghehane, Christian 
Dasher and others who had never heard 
of Alexander Campbell’s teaching, began 
preaching New Testament Christianity in 
Georgia, and prepared the way for the 
introduction of the full gospel of Jesus 
Christ. They organized a few feeble 
churches, no one of which perhaps exists. 
Elder Thacker Griffin was the first min- 


ister of the 2hristian church to preach in 


Georgia. He labored in Clarke county

chiefly and first gathered congregations 
in that portion of the state. This was 
the period of infancy for the Christian 
church in the state and the heroic men 
who were instrumental:in planting the 
cause here were of the noblest type of 
Christian manhood. 

It was in the northeastern part of the 
State that the simple gospel plea took 
first and deepest root. Nathan Wil- 
lliamson Smith joined the church in 1832 
and in the same year became a minister. 
He wag one of the stanchest advocates 
of ‘the primitive church and gospel in the 
state. In 1835 he organized Antioch 
church, in Clarke county, now Oconee 
county, which was the first Christian 
church to be established in Georgia. It 
still exists. As evangetfist and pastor he 
labored for fifty years and only last Au- 
gust he entered into rest, having reached 
the venerable age of eighty-six years. 
An earnest co-worker of Mr. Smith was 
that man of God, Dr. Daniel Hook, who 
was a Saul among Qie prophets. As a 
preacher he had no superior and no equal 
in Georgia among the early Christian 
preachers. He was one of nature’s noble- 
men, a man of: large culture, both liter- 
ary and professional. He preached the 
gospel with great simplicity and yet with 
remarkable point and power. He preach- 
ed the first sermon by a Christian min- 
ister in Augusta, where he lived, and 
he organized the church in that eity in

was organized by Dr. Daniel Hook, assfst- 
ed by elders John Moore and James Hollo- 
Way. As a result of the efforts of these 
two churches there are more churches 
and more members in that than in any 
other secttan of Georgia. One of the most 
Successful ministers in Georgia and one 
who planted nany permanent churches, 
Was the noble Philip F. Lamar. He 
seemed to draw the ‘‘common pegople’’ to 
the Lord in great numbers wherever he 
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labored. He began his work 
1353. Most of his preaching 
souls was confined to Clarke and contigu- 
ous counties. Among the many faithful 
who accepted Christ under his preaching 
was Dr. John W. Jones, who was profes- 
sor of the practice of medicine in the.At- 
lanta Medical college. While Dr. Jones 
was not a preacher in the technical sense, 
he was a man of rare ability and his fidel- 
ity to the Lord worthy of note. He was 
baptized in 1866 and the sunset of his life 
was sweetly Christian. 

About 1850 Dr. Daniel Hook removed to 
Atlanta, where he found a few disciples. 
Perhaps N. W. Smith first preached in At- 
lanta, and Dr. Hook and Elder F. P. Per- 
due gathered the faithful eight or nine to- 
gether on the Lord’s Day, meeting for a 
long while at the homes of Dr. Hook and 
E. B. Reynolds, or in halls, and finally or- 
ganized the church in that city. In the 
fall of 1854, James S. Lamar, who had just 
graduated from Bethany colege, Virginia, 
now West Virginia, was called to the pas- 
torate of the church in Augusta, which 
pastorate he held and sustained with re- 
markable success for tWenty-five years. 
Mr. Lamar is now one of the most distin- 
guished men in the current restoration, as 
an Author and preacher. His style is

A powerful 
ally of the Christians in Augusta from 
the very beginning, and devoted promoter 
of the cause, was Mrs. Emily H. Tubman. 
She was one of that rare class of the truly 
great, who, while wealthy, devoted a large 
portion of that wealth to building church- 
es, and educating ministers to teach in 
them. She built three churches in Augu- 
ta and assisted greatly in building church- 
es in Atlanta, Savannah and Athens, be- 
sides building a beautiful church in her 
old home, Frankfort, Ky. Her good works 
were known in all the churches and her 
example will long live to be emulated. 
N. W. Smith and Dr. Johnson were the 
first to preach in Griffin and established 
the church there about 1551. In January, 
1855, Dr. A. G. Thomas was called to the 
pastorate df the church in Atlanta, hav- 
ing just completed a postgraduate study 
for the ministry in Bethany college, under 
the personal direction of Alexander Camp- 
bell. Dr. Thomas was the first regularly 
called and salaried pastor of that church, 
He held that office until the civil war, 
when he entered the confedraie service as 
chaplain of the Seventh regiment infan- 
try. Since the war Dr. Thomas has been 
pastor for the Atlanta church at one time 
for about eight years,

In the early time cf the Buddhist relt- 
gion women ministered tn the temples 


An old writing records 
that Buddha himself encouraged devout 


as priestesses, 


and holy women to take on themselves 


the vows and offices of the priesthood. 
In these days, too, not a few Buddhist 
nuns went about ministering to the poor, 
teaching and praying. They wore for uni- 
form 2 white robe, with yellow cloak 
draped over it. That garb the subject of 
this sketch, in private life in other years 
known 4s Countess Miranda de Souza 
Caravarro, has revived and adopted for 
young native women 
gathered about her in the convent she has 
established at Colombo, Ceylon. The 
work she conducts there is of a kind not 
to be found elsewhere in all the earth. 

The countess is an american lady, to 
this dav loving her native land With pure 
patriotism, Married very young to a for- 
eigner, she left the United States with him 
and has since lived mostly away from her 
own country, Children were born to 
her, and she mothered them well, rear- 
ing them to manhood and womanhood 
and seeing them established:in life. Then 
she bexan her own work as an individ- 
ual, 

Countess Canavarro igs now Sister 
paugnamtta,motner superior of tne tuau- 
hist convent of Saughamitta, No. 2 Dar- 
ley lane, Colombo, Ceylon. 

In her religious faith she adheres to 
Buddhism pure and simple, as she inter- 
prets it, the Buddhism of 2,500 years ago, 
stripped of the Imaginations and super- 


herself and the 


stitions 
the centuries by Ignorance and pr‘estcraft. 
sudchism inculeates universal truths, 
teachings vor Christ, of Plato, 
ifucius and of the Ten Command- 
ments. In carly life she was drawn pow- 
erfully toward the orient, as so many 
English speaking people in their secret 
hearts are. Under adhe stars at night, 
beneath the sunshine if day, sleeping and 
waking, she brooded over the ancient east, 
the cradle of the races, and dreamed of a 
work for her there, Th's longing for the 
mysticai, silent orient is the swinging 
back of the pendulum from ithe § hustle 
and action of the western world. 

At Colombo the dreaming woman saw 
revealed her work, and knew tthat, though 
she should live to the age of the Hebrew 
patriarchs, here Was a task for. her to do 
with her might during all the years of it. 
Like a true woman, her heart went out 
in compassion toward her own sex, with 


strong desire to help them and make life 


better, for them. 

Sister Saughamitta settled down in Cey- 
lon to teach Buddhism to Buddhist wo- 
men and children. Honestly belleving 
they have already a religion good enough 
for them or for anybody else, she de- 
votes herself to making them understand 
practicaily that religion and Hve it. With 
enthus-astic effort, With prayer and pa- 
tience and faith, she spreads her gospel. 
She is the crusader and herald to her 
own sex in the orient. Her work is an 
undertaking so remarkable and so suc- 
cessful in its results that, outside of her 
theologv, it must claim the admiration of 
civilized peoples. ’ 

Divesting herself of her worldly posses- 
sions. true to Buddhist precept and tradi- 
tion, Sister Saughamitta went among the 
poorest, the. hwliest, forlornest women 
and children of Colombo and began her 
mission. One who has not been on the 
ground and seen them can hardly picture 
the kind of human beings with whom she 
cast her lot henceforth. 

The lowest class of Cingalese are as 
degraded and wicked as any creatures on 
this earth. The white man who visits 
the oriental ‘tropics is inclined hastily and 
wrathfully to declare that the brown 
tribes there are born thieves and Hars. 
Of these the natives of Ceylon are among 
the worst. They have associated with 
the white race long enough to achieve its 
destroying vices without its redeeming 
virtues, They have contracted tthe white 
man's diseases jn addition to their own 
which they had already, ailments super- 


‘induced by uncleanliness and negligence. 


Ceylon was colonized so long ago by 
white people that most of the original 
natives’ descendants have more or less 
iuropean blood in their veins, and it 
crops out everywhere, among the swarms 
of erippled, deformed, blind, scrofulous 
and imbecile as among the sound and 
whole, As to the moral ideas of those 
to whom the American woman went as 
an evangel, it is safe to say not one in 
live has the faintest notion that it is 
morally wrong to Me or steal. They are 
like cats and dogs in that respect—mere

Squeezed and gorged as they were, with-

ness. She commenced with her pupils by 
instilling into them through precept and 
example those plain, moral and religious 
truths acknowledged as axioms the uni- 
verse over. Morning, noon and evening, 
early and late, she dinned into them hon- 
estly, truthfulness, cleanliness and chas- 
tity. “Thou shalt not steal: thou shalt 
not bear false witness; thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy soul, mind and 
Strength, and thy neighbor as thyself; 
thou shalt keep thy mind, thy body, thy 
garments, thy house and every article 
thereunto belonging clean and pure as 
heaven's white lilies’’—this is the theology 
Sister Suaghamitta has undertaken the 
up hill task of inculcating among the 
brown-skinned women and children of 
Ceylon. 

In the convent of Sister Saughamitta is 
a chapel, with an altar bearing flowers, 
candles and the picture of Buddha, and 
thither the gentle brown sisters in their 
White rebes repair at stated intervals to 
pray. They take the vow of celibacy, but 
may be released from it if they wish to 
marry or if they appear to have mis- 
taken their vocation. 

Including all its departments, the estab- 
lishment built up by Sister Saughamitta 
has at length become a very large one. 
The convent owns the extensive build- 
ings and the grounds, several acres, at- 
tached to them. The lawn is beautiful 
with tropical trees and flowers. A kitch- 
en, living and sleeping rooms, baths, 
school and work rooms are under the 
convent roof. This white woman has un- 
dertaken to do for the Buddhists of Cey- 
lon a work they would not do for them- 
selves—elevating and civilizing the poorest 
and lowest classes among them. Rich 
and enlightened Buddhists of Colombo ap- 
preciate this and give the enterprise finan- 
cial support. For the rest—I observed 
in one corner Qf a storeroom in the con- 
vent a heap of earthen vessels, globe- 
shaped, with a slit in them like a child's 
savings bank. 

“What are those things?’ I asked. 

‘‘Regging bowls.’’ was the reply. 

In brtef, when funds get low this deli- 
eately nurtured woman, earthen bowl in 
hand, goes forth with her maidens into 
the highways and byways.of the city, as 
church sisters do in the white man’s coun- 
tries, and begs money to carry on her 
threefold work among the poor—charita- 
ble, educational and religious. Such beg- 
ging bowls Buddhist disciples have carried 
from ancient time.

A day school of 300, a house where fifty- 
three persons are sheltered and fed and 
a children’s hospital. The story of the 
starving waifs the sisters have rescued is 
a touching one.

Besides reading and writing, 
the girls are taught to sew, draw, em- 
broider, make lace and keep house like 
white women. If this last were the only 
instruction imparted, the school would be 
a boon to all Asia. Some of the pupils 
make exquisite embroidery and beautiful 
Cingalese lace, which are sold to add to

* With Scissors 
and Pasteboard

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At this time of year there are always 
some  blustering. windy days when 
the raw winds from off the ocean how! 
through our streets, making the lives of 
pedestrians miserable, or when slush and 
sleet cause us to wish that we could stay 
in the house until winter was packed 
avray in last year’s almanac. 

During such weather there is no fun to 
be had outdoors, and we must look for 
our amusement inside the four walls of 
our homes. 

It is not every city boy who has an old- 
fashioned attic to romp fn during bad 
weather, nor even a basement where he 
can seek to amuse himself building sleds 
or other outdoor appliances for use when 
the weather will permit. 

Many lads and lasses are confined in the 
narrow rooms of flats, and must needs 
fret and worry when the bad weather im- 
prisons them in their narrow home quar- 
ters. 

But if such boys and girls will stop 
quarreling among themselves and cease 
for & moment teasing the cat or in other 
ways adding to the worries of their dear 
mamma, they may, by following the di- 
rections given here, find amusement and 
fun not only for this particular bad day, 
but for all the stormy weather this win- 
ter. 
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HOW TO MAKE THE SLEIGH. 

Fold a card or a piece of cardboard in 
the middle, and with a pair of shears cul 
a curved piece off one end, as in figure I. 

Now take a sharp penknife and cui 
along the black lines of figure 2. When 
you spread out the card you will have 
figure 3, and if you bend up all-the flaps 
and bend down the runers, giving the 
latter a pinch where they meet in the 
center, you will have as dainty a little 
sleigh as old Santa Claus ever owned. (fig- 
ure 4.) 

The seats to the sleigh are simply made, 
being two strips of cardboard with the 
corners bent down. (figure 5.) 

HOW TO MAKE THE HORSES. 

The horses are more difficult to make, 
especially for boys or girls who do not 
knew how to draw a horse; but if such 
youngsters will take a soft pencil and 
blacken this sheet upon the opposite side 
of figure 6 they may make an exact re- 
production of this horse by placing a 
clean plece of cardboard underneath the 
diagram (figure 6) and then with a lead 
pencil drawing over all the lines as they 
are in the illustration, When the card- 
board is removed they will find a faint 
outline of the horse upon the cardboard. 

To cut out the horse, commence at A 
(figure 6) and cut down to B; then fold the 
cardboard carefully along the line of the 
back of the horse, BC. ‘ 

BC will now be the top fold and ED will 
be down to the feet of the horse, while 
AB will stand up above the back, because 
AB has not been folded. 

The rest is not hard work, for any child 
can follow the outline with the shears, 
and the result will be a paper horse with 
four legs, upon which it can stand. (Fig- 
ure 7.) | 

Figures 8, 9 and 10 can be traced in the 
same manner aa the horse, and afterwards 
cut out, leaving a pointed piece of card- 
board hanging down, being a paper spike, 
which we stick through slits cut in the 
seats (figuré 5), and in this manner make 
the driver and the passengers sit firmly 
in the sleigh. 

A small, smooth stick will answer for 
the pole to the sleigh, and it may be 
fastened with a piece of thread to the cen- 
ter of a wooden toothpick, which has been 
previously thrust through the front run- 
ners of the sleigh, as in figure 16. The 
harness and reigns are simply strings 
tled to wooden whiffletrees and run 
through holes punched tn the horses at 
the proper places. A broom straw pushed 
through a hole in the driver's hand will 
do service for a whip, and you may now 
havea grand spiked team of five horses 
if you choose to make that number, or a 
simple two-horse or even one-horse sleigh, 
as you may choose to make it, the num- 
Der of horses being only limited by the 
industry of their creators, 

THE PASTEBOARD SOLDIERS. 

For a bold soldier man, make the horse 
Just as you made the sicigh horse, but 
& cavairyman needs a saddle, and if you 
cut out the protruding front of the saa- 
die first and then fold it as you did with 
the horse, you may make a saddle simi- 
lar to figure 12. The girth and stirrups 
are put on after the saddle is cut out. 
the girth being a band of ribbon run 
through slits in the saddle and fastened 
around the paper horse. 

The stirrups are cut out of cardboard 
and fastened with short strings to the 
saddle. The saddle cloth, figure 18. is a 
pPlece of paper folded as shown in the 
diagram. 

HOW TO MAKE THE SOLDIER. 

Trace the soldier in the manner already 
described, then cut him out and set him 
upon his saddled charger. 

Make reins of string and run the string 
through a hole punched in the horse's 
mouth where the bit should be end 
through a hole punched in the #oldier's 
hana. Put the cavalryman’s feet in the 
pasteboard stirrups and you have fleure 
Ita bold soldier man, ready for a Dewey, 
parade or to fight with the Bnetish or 
against them-—jn fact, so perfect a sol- 
dier is this pasteboard man that he will 
never question your orders but fight on 
any side you choose to order, and when 
Le is worn Out in the service he will utter 
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no complaint if he is buried in the waste 
paper basket, or even used for the pur- 
pose of kindling the kitchen fire. 

[f you are successful in making one 
soldier, with industry you may make a 
whole regiment of them and then stand 
them in_battle array and shoot them down 
with a pea-shooter, 

Your conscience need not bother you in 
the least if you slay a whole regiment, 
for the poor fellows won't care a cent, 
and they will leave no widows and or- 
phans behind to mourn for them. In fact, 
you can bring them all to life again the 
next time you want a battle by simply 
setting them upright upon their horses 
once more,

OUR HANDS. 


It so often happens that boys and girls 
fail to see the importance that lies in obe- 
dience to certain directions their mothers 
give them. That is, they know that it is 
wrong not to do as they are told, but 
they cannot understand why they should

Of course the duty 
they owe their parents should be suffi- 
cient incentive to obedience, but if it is 
explained to the children the pleasure 
they may find in the result of a disagree- 
able duty they will be much less liable te 
forget the performance of it. 

Some boys and girls, for instance, ex- 
veedingly disike the trouble of keeping 
their hands in immaculate order, They 
are told again and again to give them the 
attention that a lady’s or a gentleman’s 
hand shows, but they are not always real- 
ly impressed with the fact that a care- 
fully kept hand is a requisite to the title 
of lady or gentleman, Among themselves 
they do not consider a playmate any less 
amusing or congenial because hig or her 
hands are neglected; they have not yet 
begun to observe this sign of refinement 
and they do not know how important it 
is to older people, and how important 
it will some day be to themselves. 

It would seem that boys and girls could 
easily be tuaght the necessity and the 
beauty of neatiy Kept hands, if they were 
reminded of now much gratitude they owe 
their hands, and they can express their 
appreciation in only one way—by taking 
the best care of them. 

Every morning when the children arise 
their hands are folded and heip them in- 
dicate reverence and respect for the One 
to whom their first morning salutation 
is offered. Then these hands dress the 
children and assist them in eating their 
breakfast. They carry books to school, 
have a large share in the children’s study
